New Rates Hike GC Tax Bill $415,601 
Rates for this Year's Tax Bills 


Granite City taxpayers will be 
billed this summer for $9,637,- 
274, or $415,601 more than the 
total tax bill extension of $9,- 
221,673 last year, according to 
a computation of new tax rates 
and property valuations an- 
nounced by County Clerk Eu- 
lalia Hotz. 

Figures show the billing may 
run even higher after extension 
of the new 1969 tax rate for the 
East Side Levee and Sanitary 
district, the only agency within 
Granite City township for which 
a new rate has not yet been es- 
tablished. The levee district 
rate is extended by St. Clair 
county, tax officials who cus- 
tomarily lag well behind the 
Madison county clerks’ office 
in tax extension work. 

The estimated $9,637,274 bill- 
ing this year is based on newly 
established tax rates for five 
of Granite City’s six taxing dis- 
tricts, plus last year's levee 
district rate of 39.1 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation. The 
township’s total tax bill will be 
increased proportionately with 
any rise in the levee district 
rate. Some tax experts expect 
the levee rate to go up at least 
three cents for the 1969 tax 
year. 

Rate Now $5.459 

Granite City’s overall tax 
rate for the 1969 tax year, on 
which tax bills will be based 
for collection this year, totals 
$5.459 per $100 assessed valua- 
tion, an increase of 24.9 cents 
over last year's rate of $5.21, 
exclusive of any change that 
may be effected in the levee 
district rate. 

At the same time Miss Hotz 
announced the Granite City 
township property _ valuation 
has been set at $176,539,287 for 
The ‘valuation 
figure includes $175,542,940_ in 
local assessments and $996,347 
in railroad valuations. Railroad 
tax bills are extended sepa- 


|, rately and are collected by the 


county treasurer's office. 

The new Granite City _town- 
ship valuation is up $2,770,857 
over last year’s assessment of 
$173,768,430 which included $1,- 
691,795 in railroad values, 

The projected increase in tax 
bills this year consequently re- 
sults from a general increase 
in tax rates, due to higher 
levies adopted by the taxing 
agencies, and a higher property 
valuation. 

Generally Higher Taxes 

With rate increases also gen- 
eral throughout the other three 
townships of the Quad-City 
area, higher tax bills also are 
in store for residents of Venice 
and Madison, as well as in the 
unincorporated areas of Nam- 
eoki and Chouteau township. 

Computation of new tax rates 
against property assessments 
indicate that persons living 
within the boundaries of the 
city of Venice and Venice 
School District 3 will be billed 
this year for about $2,162,128 
for the seven taxing districts 
located within those boundaries. 
This is an increase of 
$236,966 over the tax billing of 
$1,925,162 for the same area 
last year 

‘As in Granite City, the esti- 
mated tax billing again is sub- 
ject to a further increase if 
the levee district rate rises. The 
levee district rate applies 
throughout the Madison county 
section of the district which in- 
cludes Granite City, Madison, 
Venice and part of Nameoki 
townships. 

In the city of Madison, which 
also embraces Madison School 
District 12 and four other tax 
agencies, taxpayers this year 
will be billed for about $1,039,- 
340, an increase of $51,258 over 
last year’s extension of $988,082, 
on the basis of the new tax 
rates and valuations. An up- 
ward change in the levee dis- 
trict rate also would increase 
the tax billing in Madison. 

Venice Taxes Rise 

‘The new 1969 tax rate for tax 
districts in the city of Venice 
totals $5.098 per $100 assessed 
valuation (including last year’s 
levee district rate) which is an 
increase of 62.9 cents over last 
year’s total rate of $4.469. 

In the city of Madison the 
overall rate for the six tax 
agencies there, also using last 
year's levee rate, is $4846, up 
92.7 cents over last year’s com- 
bined rate of 9. 

Assessed valuation within the 
city of Madison was set by the 
clerk's 6ffice at $21,447,420, an 
increase of $55,689 over last 
year's figure of $21,391,731, but 
in the city of Venice the 1989 
assessment of $42,411,311 is a 
decline of $567,197 below the 
1968 valuation of $43,078,508. 

In all instances, major in- 
creases in the combined rates 
of the communities and town- 
Ships of the Quad-City area re- 
sulted primarily from high 
school district rate extensions.

‘The tax rate of Granite City 
School District 9 for the 1969 
year was set at $3.33 per $100 
assessed valuation, up 20.1 
cents over last year’s rate of

increase of 54.2 cents over the 
1968 rate of $2.297, and the new 
rate for Madison School District 
12 is $2.598, up from last year's 
$2.502. 

City Rates Jump 

Rates of all three cities in the 
area also increased. Granite 
City has a new rate of $1.04, 
compared with 99.5 cents last 
year; Madison has a new rate 
of $1.331, up from $1.16, and 
Venice has a new rate of $1.131, 
up from $1.027. 

A breakdown of the Granite 
City school district rate shows 
that because of a substantially 
increased assessed valuation, 
along with a $200,000 tax levy 
reduction the rate for educa- 
tional purposes dropped from 
$2.2684 last year * $2.123 for 
the 1969 tax year. The building 
rate, however, increased from 
34.86 cents last year to 37.14 
cents and the new rate for 
transportation is 8.03 cents, up 
from 6.82 cents. 

Principal increase in the Dis- 
trict 9 rate was for payment of 
bonds and interest. The new 
rate for that purposes is 56.6 
cents, compared with 31.29 
cents last year, The municipal 
retirement fund rate increased 
from 7.72 cents to 9.5 cents.

Biggest Rise in District 

Largest tax rate increase of 
any district in the area was 
fixed for Venice School District 
3 where the educational fund 
rate increased from $1.65 per 
$100 assessed valuation last 
year to $2.05 for the 1969 year 
—a rise of the full 40-cent boost 
authorized by a special referen- 
dum last October. 

The Venice district’s building 
fund rate also increased from 
34.96 cents to 37.5 cents. Other 
new rates in the breakdown of 
the total $2.839 extended for the 
district are: transportation, 6.4 
cents, up from 5.5 cents; work- 
ing cash fund, 3 cents, up from 
2.98 cents; Municipal Retire- 
ment fund, 6.93 cents, up from 
5 cents; bonds and interest, 15 
cents, down from 15.28 cents; 
junior college, 1.07 cents, up 
from 1 cent; fire prevention, 5 
cents, none last year; and spe- 
cial education, 4 cents, none 
last year. 

The educational fund rate of 
Madison School District 12 is 
unchanged this year at $1.60, 
but the building fund rate rose 
from 32.5 cents last year to 
37.5 cents this year. For bond 
and interest payments the new 
tate is 43 cents, up slightly from 
last year’s 42.13 cents. The rate 
for transportation is set this 
year at 6.49 cents, up from 4.87 
cents, and the rate for munici- 
pal retirement this year is 11.51 
cents, up from 9.24 cents, The 
junior college tuition rate 
dropped slightly: from last 
year's 1.46 cents to 1.13 cents.

Tips on Using Chlorine Bleach 

You can safely use chlorine 
bleaches in recommended con- 
centrations on white cottons, 
linens, nylons, acrylics, moda- 
crylics and polyesters. 

Before using such bleaches on 
dyed cottons and linens, check 
fabrics for color-fastness. You 
can determine whether the 
bleach will change the appear- 
ance of the fabric by testing on 
a sample of the material or on 
a hidden part of the article—a 
seam allowance, hem, inside of 
pocket or tail of a shirt. 

Do not use chlorine bleaches 
on silk, wool or spandex because 
the chlorine will yellow and 
damage such fabrics,

Incomplete in Defining Role of 
Local Government in Urban Areas 


(Public Administration Service) 


The Illinois Constitution is an 
instrument of public policy in 
which the community of people 
in the state instruct the state on 
the ends to be achieved by gov- 
ernment, 

For this purpose, the present 
1870 Constitution as a whole is 
overly protective, incomplete 
and archaic in its references to 
local government. 

To the extent that it ex- 
presses a position on legislative 
control of local government, it 
js essentially negative, offering 
only specific solutions to the 
specific problems of a particu- 
lar point in time, 

It forbids without suggest- 
ing to the legislature any 
ake of guidance or direc- 
tion. 

It treats every form of 
government, state and local, 
as separate and severable 
units having no relationship 
to a total fabric of govern- 
ment in the state. 

It prevents the legislature 
from allowing or imposing thé 
readjustments which may be 
necessary for the circumstances 
of governments and the condi- 
tion of the peoplg in, urban 
areas. nad 

It provides fiscal restraints 
rather than fiscal policies, whol

ly arbitrary in their specific 
content 

It offers no rational policy on 
the allocation of functions and 
responsibilities among local gov- 
ernments and between local 
government and the state. 

It offers only fragments of 
policy on the freedom and dis- 
cretion to be allowed or denied 
to local government 

It offers no guidance to 
as@ist in the courts in treat- 
ing the! problems of local 
government, or disputes 
among tnits of local govern- 
ment, or disputes between 
local’ government and’ the 
state, or disputes between 
government and the people. 

It offers no policy on inter- 
governmental relationships—fis- 
cal, functional, cooperative or 
coordinate, 

Tt offers no policy on the now 
substantial problem of numeri- 
cal proliferation and functional 
segregation in the local govern- 
ment of urban areas.

While the new Tax Reform 
Act makes substantial changes 
in the treatment of capital 
gain and losses — which will 
affect taxpayers’ returns filed 
in 1971 and thereafter — the 
rules with respect to capital 
gains or losses experienced last 
year are the same as they have 
been previous! 

This means that a person fil- 
ing the federal income tax re 
turn due this coming April 15 
need include in his income only 
50% of any net profit he may 
have realized from the sale of 
stock he owned longer than 
months. 

And the tax ceiling of 25% 

jusive of the 10% surcha 
on long-term capital gains re 
mains in effect for 1969 returns. 

Long-term capital gains are 
defined as those on investments 
held for more than six months 
before selling. Short-term gains 
are those made on investments 
held six munths or less, and the 
whole of these gains must be 
counted as regular income, sub- 
ject. to whatever tax-bracket 
the person happens to be in 

Do not count the day of pur- 
hase but include the day of 
a in determining whether 
you have a long-term gain. For 
example, if a stock was bought 
on April 28, 1969, and sold Oct.

But if the selling date was 
Oct. 28, it is short-term because 
the stock was not held for the 
required period of more than 
six calendar months.

The Madison County Board of Supervisors 
is right in notifying Pontoon Beach, Glen Car- 
bon and nine other municipalities that they must 
begin preparing zoning ordinances by May 
be placed under the county zoning progr 
in effect in unincorporated areas.

Senate Desire for a Liberal Supreme Court 
Is the Behind-the-Scenes Nomination Issue 


Senate opponents of President Nixon's 
year-long efforts to appoint an associate justice 
to the Holmes-Cardozo-Goldberg-Fortas seat on 
the Sup#me Court have tried to raise other is- 
sues, such as allegations of impropriety, prej- 
udice or incompetence. But some admit private- 
ly that what they are really fighting for is to 
preserve a numerical advantage on the high 
court for the liberal cause over the conservative 
viewpoint. 

his has a number of implications for each 
American. The Supreme Court in recent years 
has been going far beyond the wording of laws 
in deciding their validity and intent; its interpre- 
tations of the Constitution and various statutes 
have been so broad that it has gained a reputa- 
tion for legislating—the function which the Con- 
stitution clearly delegates to Congress. 

The President is on record as attempting 
to appoint court justices who will leave law- 
making to the lawmakers—justices who will 
limit their own role to the important responsi- 
bility of ruling how general laws apply to spe- 
cific cases. 

How is the individual affectéd? Most peo- 
ple do not get excited over abstract conserva- 
tive-vs.-liberal discussions. But the 
meaningful to them in terms of the present 
troubled era. What are the obligations of citi- 
zens, government and business to community

portunities to seek redress of grievances and 
through the immense power which all share—the 
right to freely choose elected officials, both ex- 
ecutive and legislative. 

“Liberal constructionists’’ prefer to vest 
principal power in the nine appointed Supreme 
Court members. Operating mainly according to 
what they personally regard as right and ethical, 
such justices reach conclusions appropriate to 
their ideas and then substantiate a verdict by 
citing a past precedent, if one can be found, or 
by drafting a statement in which they attempt 
to build a logical argument. They often lack con- 
fidence in the public's wisdom or ability to elect 
sound legislators. 

Regardless of how they may feel about the 
kind of Supreme Court they want, Quad-Cityans 
—liberal and otherwise—should be aware of the 
wider implications as they follow Senate debates 
on whether Nominee X, Y or Z ought to be, or 
ought not to be, confirmed. 

The precedent that is being set could 
someday backfire against a nominee of opposite 
political persuasion. 

And it could lead to much more intense 
scrutiny of the conduct of not only prospective 
but currently active Supreme Court members, 
who remain—unless they outlaw it—subject to 
impeachment. 


Commendable Effort to End Poverty; Some 
Of the Proposed Steps Should Be Amended 


Some features of H. R. 16311, the Family 
Assistance Act of 1970, deserve to be adopted 
and placed in effect. But its drafters should go 
back to the drawing board before pushing for 
House action, which they have indicated they 
may seck next week. 

Costly and questionable concepts include: 
requiring states to decide eligibility for blind, 
aged and disabled assistance on the basis of sim- 
ple declaration applications; eliminating the re- 
sponsibility of financially-capable children to 
provide their fair share of support for their 
parents on assistance; and requiring states to dis- 
regard part of Social Security benefits in Jeterm- 
ining eligibility for assistance. 

More evaluation also is desirable for the 
“working poor” plan, under which federal aid 
would go to families where the father is fully 
employed at wages above the poverty level. 
The idea of providing incentive to work by not 
cutting off assistance payments has merit, if suit- 
able ground rules can be devised. 

At the state level, the burden on “Illinois 
taxpayers would be reduced by about $40 mil- 
lion annually. But they would have to pay about 
$340 million of the estimated $5 billion an- 
nual (first year) federal cost. 

In addition, Illinois would be required to 
raise millions in added taxes to meet its share 
of higher minimum federal standards than now 
exist, and to provide financial supplements to 
an undetermined number of additional recipients 
dus to more lenient financial eligibility etand- 
ards. 

Welfare reform is long overdue and we 
applaud the attempt to move boldly in that 
direction. But Congressmen and citizens will 
need to do it with their eyes wide open lest they 
bankrupt the nation and give poverty an even 
more oppressive and permanent foothold. 


Price of Reducing Highway Tragedies--a Bit of Inconvenience to Drivers 


(American Trial Lawyers Association) 


In January 1966, ‘Stop Mur- 
der by Motor’? was published 
by the American Trial Law- 
yers. / 

We distributed, free of charge, 
more than 400,000 copies to law 
enforcement agencies, to Con- 
gress, to state legislatures, to 
the press, to schools, to traffic 
safety personnel, to civic lead- 
ers and many others—all inter- 
ested in reducing the slaughter 
on our highways. 

The monograph spoke of the 
need for safer cars. We rec- 
ommended specific steps which 
the federal government could 
take to make our cars safer. 

When Congress passed the 
Motor Vehicle Safety Act of 
1966, we were disappointed that 
the Jegislation did not include 
all our proposals. We were 
pleased that a first step, albeit 
a small one, had been taken. 

We were proud that we had 
been in the forefront of the 
fight for this badly needed leg- 
islation. 

Amendments are needed to- 
day in the 1966 Act. Trial law- 
yers should again take a lead- 


ing role in seeking such legisla- 


tion. ’ 

We, who have investigated 
and tried Hundreds of thousands 
of automobile accident cases, 
know far better than most the 
causes of collisions. 

We know that design and 
material defects are capable of 
correction. 

This knowledge must again 
be made available to all inter- 
ested groups. But this is not 
enough. 

We must persuade Congress 
and state legislatures that bet- 
ter regulation of the driver can 
no longer be delayed. We must 
now “stop murder by motor- 
ists.” 

We should urge the passage 
of laws and offer wholehearted 
support to those state and fed- 
eral legislators woh have the 
political courage to initiate 
them. 

We suggest the following as 


1. The drunk and the 
drinking driver must be 
removed from our high- 
ways. 

Scandinavian countries have 
demonstrated for almost half a 
century that meaningful legis- 
lation can do this job. 

They made it unlawful for 
anyone to drive with over 0.05% 
by weight of alcohol in his 
blood (the equivalent of approx- 
imately two one-ounce drinks). 

Almost everywhere in Amer- 
ica, the corresponding figure is 
0.15%—three times as high. 

The price we pay for preserv- 
ing the “right” to drink before 
driving is shown in grim sta- 
tistics—over 55,000 auto acci- 
dent deaths last year and ap- 
proximately 100,000 deaths per 
year predicted by 1975—with al- 
cohol being involved in over 
half of those accidents. 

The cost is too high. The 
tougher Scandinavian standards 
have crpated a complete 
change in the social drinking 
habits of citizéhs. 

It is no longer socially ac- 
ceptable ‘there to drink before 
driving. 

Socializing goes on — drink- 
ing continues — but arrange- 
ments are made to separate 
drinking from driving. It can 
work here, too. 

2. We need national mini- 
mum standards for auto 
licensing. 

States should have the right 
to exceed those standards, but 
licenses which are good 
throughout our country should 
be issued only to those who 
meet at least these minimal 
standards. 

To assure compliance with 
these standards, licenses should 


no longer be granted in per- 
petuity, as they still are in 
some areas. 

Higher standards of physical, 
mental and emotional capabil- 
ities must be included in these 
national standards, despite the 
displeasure of those who will be 
ineligible to drive under these 
more stringent requirements. 

The sad truth is that many 
of our present drivers, by vir- 
tue of age or illness, just do 
not have the required visual 
capacities or the reflex abili- 
ties to drive on today's high- 
ways without endangering 
themselves and others. 

Still others have had physical 
or mental illnesses which are 
inadequately cured or con- 
trolled to permit them to drive 
with reasonable safety. 

The assumption that a driver 
once licensed retains his mental 
and physical health forever is, 
unfortunately, untrue. 

Regular checkups by Sicen- 
sing authorities may be burden- 
some, but this is the only way 
to screen out those who no 
longer meet reasonable stand- 
ards. 

Depriving these people of li- 
censes will not be easy. They 
may include loved ones whose 
inability to continue driving 
will burden and sadden us, as 
well as them. 

And some day we, too, may 
join their ranks. 

3. The national standards 
should include stronger pro- 
visions for removing Ii- 
censes from chronic “bad” 
drivers. 

Most states presently permit 

nses to be removed: for 
isted serious offenses or for 

repeated less serious ones.

Hardships resulting from the 
loss of a driving license need 
not be ignored, But we do need 
to weigh those hardships 
against the strong public inter- 
est in removing these drivers 
from our highways. 

The education process may 
be a slow one. 

But a necessary starting point 
is to impose a new attitude 
onto the fabric of our legal 
system about the overriding 
importance of safety. 

Eventually, it should become 
as socially unacceptable for 
one to be a chronic traffic vio~ 
lator in America as it now is 
to be a “drinking driver” in the 
Scandinavian countries. 

4. Finally, we need legis- 
lation mandating drivers to 
make reasonable use of the 
available safety devices. 
Seat belts and shoulder har- 

nesses are valueless if not 
used, 

When our drivers are forced 
by law to use these devices, 
they may demand the further 
improvements which could be 
made available now. 

We may then insist that car 
manufacturers be required to 
build cars with stronger roots, 
safe attachment points, and the 
substantially safer shoulder 
harness now available only in 
racing cars. 

We all pay lip service to the 
need for safety on our high- 
ways, It's ke being against 
sin. 

For most of us; though, this 
means that gthers should act 
differently. 

However, the carnage on our 
highways can be stopped if, but 
only if, we are willing to pay 
the price of inconvenience to 
ourselves. 

If the price seems high, com- 
pare it to the rewards and to 
the anticipated reductions in 
the casualty lists of the future. 

The safety slogans are right: 
the names we eliminate could 
be our own.

Scientists to Live Beneath Sea 


(American Institute of Biological Sciences) 


Early April has been selected 
as the target date for the start 
of the Tektite II program, Dr. 
James W. Miller, program 
manager, has reported. 

“Current plans call for 10 mis- 
sions in a five-man habitat, 50 
feet below the surface of the 
ocean, and seven missions in 
a two-man habitat at a depth of 
100 feet, 

“This will allow 62 marine 
scientists and engineers to live 
and work beneath the sea for 
periods ranging from two 
weeks to 30 days,” he said. 

The first two-man dive at. 100 
feet in the mini-habitat will 
take place in late June. 

If the operational and medi- 
cal objectives of this mission 
are met in the deepest nitrogen- 
oxygen saturation dive yet at- 
tempted, additional dives will 
be made with the mini-habitat 
at various locations in the area. 

The remaining 50- and 100- 
foot missions will run concur- 
rently so that as many as sev- 
en aquanauts will be living be- 
neath the sea in two different 
habitats at the same time. 

“Tt is realized that it is an 
extremely ambitious program, 
Miller said. ‘Such a program is 
vital, however, it we are to ex- 
ploit this technology and make 
it hvailable to the acientist 
community at Jarge. 


“This approach to marine re- 
search has tremendous poten- 
tlal for satisfying many of the 
marine resource problems now 
facing us. 

“The prime advantage of this 
method is that scientists can 
perform long-term, continuous 
observation of the ocean and 
its flora and fauna. Decompres- 
sion need be accomplished only 
at the end of the mission.” 

Tektite II is a joint federal 
agency-private industry-univer- 
sity ‘program involving exten- 
sive research programs ‘in the 
marine sciences, human—be- 
havior and humdn biology;~~ 

The program will -be con- 
ducted in Great Lameshur Bay, 
St; John Island, in the U. S. 
Virgin Islands.

When Uncle Sam takes his 
decennial census photograph of 
the Nation on April 1, every 
American household will con- 
tribute its own uniquely impor- 
tant details. 

However, no individual house- 
hold or any of its members can 
be singled out for viewing. 
That's because the Bureau of 
the Census, U. S, Department 
of Commerce, which clicks the 
camera shutter, also takes com- 
plete charge of the resulting 
snapshots. And these snapshots, 
used only for statistical pur- 
poses, cannot by law be dis- 
closed to any person outside the 
Bureau for any reason whatso- 
ever. 

“When you receive your offi- 
cial census form through the 
mail, shortly before April 1, you 
can rest assured that no single 
fact about you can ever be 
identified in’ any published or 
unpublished data compiled by 
the Bureau of the Census,”’ it 
was pointed out by Ray B. 
O'Neill, manager of the Census 
district ofice at Belleville, 

“True, you will be counted as 
one of so many million males or 
as one of so many million fe- 
males in Uncle Sam’s counting 
project. You will be numbered 
the so many college 
high-school drop- 
outs, as the case may be, But 
no one can learn that you are 
27 or 53, for example, or that 
you live in a house or apart 
ment or al a particular address. 

Complete Anonymity 

“This complete anonymity is 
made possible because when 
your official census form is 
filled in and returned from proc- 
essing, your name and address 
are withheld when the other 
items are fed into the computer. 
No person, no family, no ‘hous- 
ing unit is identifiable in the re- 
sulting statistical output. Fur- 
thermore, no other government 
agency may examine individual 
census records for any purpose 
whatsoever. 

“There is more to 
your privacy than the 
guarantee of ‘anonymity. 

“Each census employee, 
whether he is a permanent or 


protect 
legal 


temporary jobholder, takes a 
special oath as follows: “I will 
not disclose any information 
contained in the schedules, lists 
or statements obtained or pre- 
pared b ythe Bureau of the Cen- 
sus.” Violation of ‘the oath car- 
ries a stiff penalty. 

‘This year, chances are that 
60%, of all American households 
will never see a census enumer- 
ator unless they need help in 
filling out their forms and re- 
quest assistance or they are 
tardy in returning the forms. 
This is because for the first 
time persons living in most 
metropolitan areas will mail 
back their completed census 
forms in specially furnished en- 
velopes. 

“In short, although each 
member of your household, in- 
cluding the brand new baby, 
will be recorded as an impor- 
tant individual on your census 
form, each of you becomes for 
census purposes, an uterly an- 
onymous segment of the statisti- 
cal story of your city, your 
county, your state and your 
nation 

“One exception can be made 
—and it is made to help you. 
Suppose you have no birth cer- 
tificate and you need proof 
of your age for Social Secur 
Medicare or retirement bene- 
fits, Suppose you need proof of 
family relationship in claiming 
a rightful inheritance, suppose 
you need proof of American 
citizenship for a passport or job 
requirement, 

“In any of these circumstan- 
ces, the law will accept as valid 
a transcript of these personal 
items as they appear on your 
census record. However, and 
this is an important fact to re- 
member, only you or your au- 
thorized legal representative 
can secure such a transcript 

“If you need such assistance 
—and some years nearly one 
million Americans are helped— 
send for an Age Search Applic: 
tion form to the Personal 
sus Service Branch, Bureau of 
Census, Pittsburg, Kan. 66762. 
When it comes, fill it out and 
retum it with the required fee 
of $4 or $5.

Smith Plan for Blind; 
Rival Cites Import Ban 


U. S. Senator Ralph T. Smith 
(R) and his November oppo- 
nent, State Treasurer Adlai E. 
Stevenson III, chose differing 
topics late last week as they 
continued their campaigns for 
the Senate seat in which Smith 
is serving by appointment 

Smith introduced legislation 
which would permit the nation’s 
airlines to grant fare conces- 
sions to blind passengers, as 
railroads and bus lines current- 
ly are permitted. The bill would 
not require any airline to grant 
fare concessions to the blind, 
nor would it establish the type 
of concessions. 

“Our legislative pro&tams for 
special education, research and 
vocational training programs 
for the handicapped demon- 
strate our concem that all 
Americans enjoy to the fullest 
the benefits of life in this coun- 
try,” Smith said. “Favorable 
action on this bill would make 
t economically more feasible 
for the blind to explore and ex 
pand their world of opportu 
nity.”” 

Stevenson urged the Nixon 
administration to reconsider its 
order restricting import of Ca- 
nadian oil, asserting that it 
could cost consumers of oil re- 
fined in the Chicago area be- 
tween $5 million and $10 mil- 
lion annually. 

“Canadian oil has been sell- 
ing for 30 to 50 cents a barrel 
less than domestic oil in the 
Chicago markets," Stevenson 
said. “Increased aid to educa- 
tion is vetoed and a_ postal 
workers’ pay increase is de- 
layed as inflationary, but infla- 
tion is ignored when it comes 
to an order which leads to in- 
creased consumer prices.”

Vadalabene Seeks to 
Amend Tax on Pensions 


State Rep. Sam M. Vadala- 
bene (D, Edwardsville) of the 
53rd Representative — District 
said today he will sponsor a 
bill in the April legislative ses- 
sion to amend the state income 
tax law passed last year. 

Purpose will be to eliminate 
“an inequitable effect on peo- 
ple’s savings and retirement 
benefits.” 

Vadalabene noted that ‘due 
to a State Revenue Department 
ruling, pension plans, provident 
funds, retirement funds and the 
interest on them are considered 
taxable income when paid to 
the saver, even though the 
money put into the funds was 
earned prior to Aug. 1, 1969, 
the day the income tax went 
into effect 

“The result is that people 
who have saved for many years 
with particular goals or totals 
in mind now have to pay taxes 
on all these benefits when they 
receive them. Since these can 
be sizeable sums, they can be 
greatly reduced by the taxes. 

“Nobody enjoys paying tas 
but that is not the primary ob- 
jection here. The complaint is 
that this quirk makes the in- 
come tax retroactive. People 
end up paying taxes on savings 
earned before anyone dreamed 
up a state income tax. It cre- 
ates a hardship for people who 
save and plan ahead, and places 
them at a disadvantage with 
those who do not consider their 
own futures.”” 

His amendment would not 
eliminate such taxes but would 
limit the taxation to sums 
earned after last Aug. 1 

Vadalabene and Jerome Juda 
of Granite City met this month 
with Revenue Director George 
Mahin to discuss the issue. 
Juda, who has circulated pe- 
titions in opposition to current 
provisions of the income tax, 
said the ruling may be unconsti- 
tutional and violates the intent 
of the legislature. 

Vadalabene concluded that 
“the only way to assure equity 
nd provide relief for thousands 
of affected senior citizens is for 
the legislature to amend the 
income tax act.”
